Revival  Is  Method 

Charles  Knight  reminds  us 
that  revival  is  a  method  ^nd 
adds,  “Use  any  method  that  is 
successful.  If  revival  won’t 
work,  try  something  else.”  So 
great  are  the  problems  one 
minister  in  his  48th  year  of 
pastoral  work  says  simply,  “I 
have  no  solution.”

Apart 
from  the  helpfulness  of  specific 
suggestions,  the  degree  of  con¬ 
cern  is  encouraging.  Only  in¬ 
difference  is  hopeless.  The  re¬ 
plies  recognize  real  problems,, 
face  definite  causes,  and  offer 
constructive  suggestions. 

Church  Revival  faces  real 
problems.  Southern  Baptist  pas¬ 
tors  are  not  overlooking  the 
facts  about  revivals.  Charles  C. 
Coffey  declares,  “We  need  to

Prayer  Opportunity

Board  Baptist  Convastien 
Southern  Baptist  statistics 
for  1987  have  Jdst  been  publish¬ 
ed.  The  report  reveals  that 
there  are  more  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  more  churches,  more  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  organizations,  more 
gifts  on  the  offering  plateau  and 
more  given  for  missions  than 
ever  before  in  our  history  Even 
in  baptisms  there  were  more 
the  year  before,  although 


1957  was  not  a  record  year. 

Our  total  offerings  reached 
the  stupenodous  sum  ol  $397,- 
850,347  and  our  mission  gifts 
touted  $70,015,299.  This  sounds 
tremendous;  it  is  thrilling!  Or 
is  ft? 

Let  us  look  again.  As  we  con¬ 
sider  more-  carefully  we  are  so¬ 
bered  by  the  fact  that  this  total 
giving  figure  is  only  abmtt  one- 
third  of  the  tithe  of  Southern 
Baptists.  Mora  disturbing  is  the 
fact  that  our  mission  gifts  are 
only  17.6  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Seriousness  Seen 

The  seriousness  of  the  mission 
percentage  is  seen '  when  we 
realize  that  we  have  levelled  off 
at  this  17  per  cent  figure  and 
have  been  giving  approximate¬ 
ly  that  amount  for  the  past  five 
years.  While  our  toUI  giving  in¬ 
creased  from 


before  us  as  the  pastor  an^  the 
church  have  expressed  their 
eagerness  to  have  us  move  to 
their  midst  to  help  with  the 
work.  *  . 

To  Organise  Clauses 

The  pastor  has  asked  my  bus- 
band  to ^Id  a  week  of  steward¬ 
ship  teJIping  and  to  organize 
Adult  Sunday  school  classes. 
With  the  power  of  God  under- 
girding  all  efforts  in  Tripoli,  a 
permanent  meeting  place  could 
soon  be  erected  on  the  well  lo¬ 
cated  property  already  purchas¬ 
ed.  We  would  be  the  first  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  missionaries  in 
Lebanon  to  mave  their  resid¬ 
ence  outside  the  city  of  Beirut, 
and  we  would  go  to  Tripoli  un¬ 
der  urgent  invitation  of  Bap¬ 
tists  there.  What  an  opportun¬ 
ity! 

At  the  present  time  this  op¬ 
portunity  is  losL 

The  present  political  crisis  in 
Lebanon  prevents  our  moving 
to  our  home  in  Tripoli  on  sche¬ 
dule.  Yet  we,  as  boldly  and  as 
humbly  as  we  know  how,  turn 
to  the  Word  of  God  and  read: 
:“If  ye  have  faith,  and  doubt 
loot,  ye  shall  not  only  do  this 
which  is  done  to  the  fig  tree, 
but  also  if  ye  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain.  Be  thou  removed, 
and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea; 
it  shall  be  done.  And  all  thing, 
whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  pray¬ 
er,  believing,  ye  shall  receive." 

So  we  turn  to  Cod  and  pray 
— and  we  beg  you  to  Join  us— 
that  this  opportunity  will  be  re¬ 
lied,  that  shortly  the  crisis  in 
Tripoli  win  pa.«$,  lhat  Ii«  who 
has  power  to  do  all  things  will 
restore  our  opportunity  to 
preach  the  gospel  there. 

Witness  And  Bejeice 

Meanwhile,  as  we  sit  out  the 
political  disturbances  in  Beirut, 
we  find  opportunities  to  witness 
an«  to  ro)eSzo  tievsi  Oihj  auiui» 
day  morning  recently,  when  Ois 
Ing  broke  out  nearer  our  house 
than  it  had  been  during  the  en¬ 
tire  crisis,  our  Lebanese  neigh¬ 
bors  on  the  third  floor  of  our 
apartment  bouse  came  down  to 
our  first-floor  home  because  it 
is  completely  surrounded,  by 
buUdinga  and  there  is  lltUe  dan¬ 
ger  of  penetration  from  stray

$278,000,000  in 
1953  to  almost  $400,000,000  in 
1957,  the  percentage  to  missions 
has  remained  practicall  ythe 
same.

Is  this 
enough?  Consider  “Two  Plus” 
as  it  relates  to  1958.  If  this 
year’s  total  giving'-continues  in 
the  same  ratio  of  Increase  as 
the  past  several  years,  our  gifts 
for  1958  will  be  approximately 
$435,000,000.  If  the  present  le¬ 
vel  of  missionary  giving  could 
be  raised  by  just  two  percent¬ 
age  points  to  19.6  per  cent,  our 
mission  giving  in  1956  would  to¬ 
tal  more  than  $83,000,000.  ’This 
would  be  an  increase  of  more 
than  $13.000J)00  over  1957. 
Think  of  what  that  would  do 
for  missions  all  over  the  world 
right  now. 

Can  We  Do  It? 

This  is  the  answer.  Can  our 
churches  do  it?  Surely  there  is 
no  church  among  us  that  could 
not  Increase  its  mission  giving 
by  this  amount  and  many  can 
do  much  more.  In  most  cases 
the  mission  giving  can  be  in¬ 
creased  by  at  least  2  per  cent 
in  1958.  Tremendous  gains  for 
Christ’s  program  will  be  made ' 
if  every  pastor,  deacon  and  fi¬ 
nance  leader  will  plan  now  to 
adopt  the  program  of  “Two 
Plus”  in  planning  budgets  for 
1959  and  the  years  beyond.

ST.  LOUIS,  Mo.,  Deeember, 
17M  —(BP)—  John  Clark,  the 
walking  evangelist  of  the 
American  frontier,  doesn't  both¬ 
er  to  saddle  a  horse  as  he  takes 
the  gospel  to  the  settlers  of  the 
western  border.  He  has  learned 
that  a  horse  only  slows  him 
down. 

One  of  the  earliest  evangelists 
in  the  west,  Clark  may  be  the 
first  Protestant  missionary  to 
preach  west  of  the  Mississippi. 
He  has  traveled  hundreds  of 
miles — afoot — to  preach  to  the 
frontiersmen  of  Kentucky,  Illi¬ 
nois,  and  Missouri. 

Ragged  Rigors 

The  rugged  minister,  whose 
calling  demands  that  he  be  as 
much  scout  and  woodsman  as 
preacher,  is  untiring  in  his 
labors.  He  travels  for  days  on 
end  over  the  Indian  trails  and 
along  the  streams  of  the  fron¬ 
tier,  not  even  stopping  at  night 
if  he  has  an  urgent  appoint¬ 
ment. 

Ail  the  dangers  of  the  wilder¬ 
ness  cannot  stop,  and  seldom 
delay,  the  walking  evangelist. 
Although  he  is  often  hungry, 
cold,  and  wet,  and  is  constantly 
threatened  by  weather,  sick¬ 
ness,  animals,  Indians,  and 
other  hazards,  Clark  rarely  dis¬ 
appoints  the  settlers,  who  look 
forward  to  his  visits  and  rous¬ 
ing  sermons. 

Once  well  meaning  friends 
supplied  Clark  with  a  horse, 
saddle,  and  other  equipment. 
But  the  minister  was  more  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  welfare  of  the 
horse  than  for  himself. 


•soon  became  active  in  the 
Methodist  church. 

He  later  became  dissatisfied 
with  the  episcopal  government 
and  other  features  of  that  de¬ 
nomination,  however,  and  left 
it  in  1790  to  begin  preaching 
on  his  own  in  Kentucky  Today 
Clark's  message  has  a  Baptist 
tenor  and  he  is  expected  to  Join 
that  body  before  many  more 
walks  through  the  wilderness.

Jn  jua^oven  years  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  §emi- 
niary  has  grown  np  to  he  quite  an  outstanding  institution. 

i  The  school  bu  just  received  full  accreditation  which  places 
it  t^qiallly  anxmg  the  top  seminaries  in  the  nation. 

Opening  September  11,  1951  with  85  students  and  four 
faculty  members  it  has  grown  to  28  faculty  members  and  more 
than  OCX)  students. 

The  Southern  Baptist  C^onvention  purchased  the  old  Wake 
Foreat  College  campus  for  $1,600, (XX)  then  spent  more  than  a 
iniUioo  dollars  renovating  buildings  and  grounds. 

The  first  graduate  of  the  school  (1954)  was  appointed  as 
a  foreign  missionary.  Public  Relations  Director  Ben  C.  Fisher 
tells  us  that  alumni  of  the  school  are  now  serving  in  Alaska, 
Msadoo,  the  Canal  Zone,  the  Bahama  Islands,  Brazil,  Chile, 
Span,  Nigeria.  Southern  Rhodesia,  Pakistan,  and  Thailand. 
More  than  500  men  have  been  graduated  in  this  short  period 
of  tiineb 

The  seminary  has  several  assets  which  have  made  possible 
this  splendid  record:  (1)  It  is  located  in  a' heavily  populated 
Baptist  area  within  easy  reach  of  one-third  of  all  Southern 
Baptists;  (i)  Dr.  S.  L.  Stealey  is  serving  in  a  most  effective 
.way  as  the  first  president;  (3)  faculty  members  are  of  ex- 
co^onally  high  c^ber  for  a  new  in^hition;  (4)  the  ready- 
niada  oampos,  althou^  not  tailor-made  to  seminary  needs,  at 
leak  provides  a  lot  of  square^ootage  in  roofing  for  rapid  ex¬ 
pansion.  i

ANSWER:  1(  all  depends  on 
what  your  problem  is.

Unfortunately,  some 
pastors  are  not  trained  to  coun¬ 
sel  with  those  who  have  prob¬ 
lems.  And  some  don’t  have  the 
type  of  personality  to  help  and 
heal.  One  man  can’t  be  every¬ 
thing. 

I  am  sorry  your  pastor  made 
such  a  sarcastic  remark.  His 
viewpoint  is  not  true  according 
to  my  25  years  of  pastoral  ex¬ 
perience.  Most  people  who  have 
come  to  me  have  done  so  be¬ 
cause  they  hoped  that  my  train¬ 
ing  and  experience  would  help 
them  to  find  a  creative  approach 
to  their  problems.  Who  better 
than  a  man  of  God  should  be 
in  a  position  to  help  people  find 
a  Christian  approach? 

If  your  own  pastor  cannot 
help  you,  try  another  one.  We 
are  all  trying  to  serve  the  same 
Christ.

Jones,  pastor. 

^There  were  twenty-five  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  Sumner  Church 
during  a  revival  meeting  in 
which  Pastor  J.  P.  White  was 
assisted  by  Evangelist  T.  T. 
Martin  of  Blue  Mountain. 

The  Sylvarena  Church,  of 
Smith  County,  had  26  oddi- 
tions,  19  of  them  for  baptism 
from  a  revival  meeting  in 
which  Pastor  J.  R.  Summer 
was  assisted  by  Student  J.  C. 
Parker  of  Mississippi  College. 

Ridgecrest  was  in  1908  call¬ 
ed  Blue  Mont.,  then  under  the 
direction  of  B.  W.  Spillman. 
Lots  of  half  acre  each  were 
offered  at  $11,00  each  in  this 
“Summer  Capital  for  South¬ 
ern  Baptists.*’  (A  number  of 
Mlssissippians  had  already 
bought  lots.) 

40  YEARS  AGO 

Pastor  W.  A.  Sullivan  of 
Belzonl  went  eight  miles  out 
and  preached  for  the  people 
where  once  was  located  Honey 
Island  Baptist  Church  which 
hadn’t  had  preaching  aince 
1904.  He  conducted  a  revival 
meeting  reaulting  in  24  profes- 
alona  of  faith,  and  together 
with  a  few  others  started  the 
church  again  with  33  mem- 
bera.  (Will  aome  one  reading 
thia  let  me  know  what  came 
of  thia  evangcllatic  effort? 
Waa  the  church  renamed 
aoraethlng  elae?  laola,  for  In- 
atance?) 

Rev.  L.  F.  Gregory  of  Car¬ 
rollton  went  out  to  Vance 
community  in  1917  and  held 
revival  meeting  and  a  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  was  organized.  In 
1918  Rev.  W.  R.  Cooper  aaaist- 
ed  in  a  revival  there  at  Vance 
resulting  in  twelve  additions, 
eight  of  them  for  bapt'sm.
